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CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AWA), as described below. 


Date of Violation: February 20, 2011 

9 C.F.R. § 2.32(a) Personnel qualifications. All employees involved with animal 
care must be properly trained and qualified to perform their duties. 

During a survival operative procedure on a nonhuman primate (NHP), 
the anesthetist increased the dose of anesthesia for a NHP in response 
to monitoring parameters, but did not later adjust to a lower 
maintenance dose, which caused acute renal failure. The NHP was 
euthanized because of the renal failure. 

Date of Violation: October 7, 2011 

9 C.F.R. § 2.38(f)(1) Miscellaneous. Handling. Handling of all animals shall be 
done as expeditiously and carefully as possible in a manner that does not cause 
trauma, overheating, excessive cooling, behavioral stress, physical harm, or 
unnecessary discomfort. 

A NHP escaped from its enclosure when a research staff member was 
removing the animal for transport to another room for an imaging 
procedure. The NHP was recovered using a hand-held net. 

Date of Violation: December 12, 2011 

9 C.F.R. § 3.81(c)(2) Environmental Enhancement to Promote Psychological 
Well-Being. NHPs requiring special attention are the following: Those that show 
signs of being in psychological distress through behavior or appearance. 

During an inspection, APHIS observed four NHPs with areas of patchy 
hair loss on their bodies and/or extremities, or that exhibited unusual 
behaviors, all of which can be signs of psychological distress. The 
facility did not provide special attention to these animals. 

Date of Violation: December 18, 2011 
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9 C.F.R. § 3.80(a)(2)(iii) Primary enclosures. Primary enclosures must contain 
the NHP securely and prevent accidental opening of the enclosure, including 
opening by the animal. 

A male and several females NHPs escaped from their enclosure when a 
food hopper was not secured properly. 

Date of Violation: December 26, 2011 

9 C.F.R. § 2.32(a) Personnel qualifications. All employees involved with animal 
care must be properly trained and qualified to perform their duties. 

The facility failed to ensure that all employees were properly trained 
and qualified to perform their duties. Employees failed to observe that 
a watering device was not functioning. As a result, two NHPs became 
dehydrated. Following treatment for dehydration, one animal 
recovered and one was euthanized. 

Date of Violation: January 12, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 2.38(f)(1) Miscellaneous. Handling. Handling of all animals shall be 
done as expeditiously and carefully as possible in a manner that does not cause 
trauma, overheating, excessive cooling, behavioral stress, physical harm, or 
unnecessary discomfort. 

A NHP sustained a fracture of the rear leg tibia and fibula when its leg 
was caught under a drop door as it closed during a routine enclosure 
change. 

Date of Violation: February 26, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 2.32(a) Personnel qualifications. All employees involved with animal 
care must be properly trained and qualified to perform their duties. 

The facility failed to ensure that all employees were properly trained 
and qualified to perform their duties. An employee failed to provide a 
water bottle to a NHP, which became dehydrated and was subsequently 
euthanized. 

Date of Violation: April 5, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 2.31(d)(1) IACUC review of activities involving animals. 

The IACUC must review activities related to the care and use of animals in order 
to approve significant changes to ongoing activities. 

During a pre-MRI x-ray, a foreign object was discovered in an animal. 
A researcher who was not a veterinarian and was not listed in the 
IACUC-approved protocol removed the foreign object. 

Date of Violation: April 11, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 3.80(a)(2)(ii) Primary enclosures. Primary enclosures must be 
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designed and constructed so that they protect the NHPs from injury. 

The facility failed to protect a NHP from injury, when the animal died 
with the chain from an enrichment toy wrapped around its neck. 

Date of Violation: April 25, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 3.80(a)(2)(iii) Primary enclosures. Primary enclosures must contain 
the NHP securely and prevent accidental opening of the enclosure, including 
opening by the animal. 

A NHP escaped from his enclosure and caused injury to another NHP. 

Date of Violation: July 18, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 3.80(a)(2)(ii) Primary enclosures. Primary enclosures must be 
designed and constructed so that they protect the NHPs from injury. 

During an inspection, APHIS observed a NHP that had a metal object 
in its mouth. The object was determined to be a metal clip from an 
enrichment device fastner. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $24,036. 
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
